V VÞa the Bing and Nobles of Scotland had welse = 
commed lemy Camber to the Con:t,who was their 

countryman bozne in Sterlin, but twenty miles from Edin 
borough,this Kings birth towne, as Greenwich was sur 
late Quenes. Chep reaſoned with him to vnderſtand his + 
wit, which indeed was iuſt none at all, yet merry epleaſing, 
whereat the Ring retopced,and ſ&ing he was lo lat, cauſed 
his Docto2s and Phiſitians to miniſter to him, but Phiſict; 
could not alter nature, and he would neuer be but a S. Vin- 
cents Turnip, thicke 4 round. Wherefoze the Docto2s per- 
\waded his grace, that the purging of the Sea was god fo2 
him: Well nothing was bndone that might bee done to 
make lemy Camber a tall little ſlender man.
